Baptist Convention Pays $85,000 for 
Property---Improvements Are 
- Contemplated.

The property of the Baptist Taber- 
nacle, known as the Tabernacle. in- 
firmary, was Sold on Thursday to the 
Georgia Baptist convention, incorpo- 
rated, for a consideration of $85,000. 

The Tabernacle ‘made the proposi- 
tion to the convention last spring to 
take over the property and convert it 
into a state Baptist institution, and 
the convention, at a meeting held in 
Atlanta on Thursday, accepted the 
proposition. The details\ of the deal 
will be elosed within the next few 
days. ' 

The infirmary property Jjies at the 
southeast corner of Luckie and Bar- 
tow streets. It has a frontage of 128 
feet on Luckie street, and is of irreg- 
ular shape, running through to Nas- 
sau street, which was recently cut 
through the block in the rear by J. 
R. Smith and his associates, who pur- 
chased the entire block, exclusive of 
the Tabernacle property. The lot is 
improved with a modern three-story 
brick building, equipped as a hospital, 
and a cottage on the corner, used as a 
nurses’ dormitory. 

The property brought approximately 
$665. per front foot fm the-sale.. The 
Tabernacle people are satisfied thet 
the property would have brought more 
money in the real estate market of 
Atianta, but state that it was not their 
object to make a tommercial propo- 
sition out of the transaction, but to 
keep the property in the hands.of the 
Baptists of Georgia and establish a 
first-class institution. which will be a 
credit to, the Church, city and state.

ing on the occupants. The injured, 
none of whom is dangerously hurt, 
are William CC. Swaffield, William 
Watson and Theodore Bell. 

The accident occurred as Mr. Meli- 
gan was driving the party back from 
a supper at Ridgewood Country club. 

Just as the car was crossing a small 
bridge on the outskirts of the city the 
car skidded. Mr. Meigan threw it 
into reverse gear and it’ overturned 
into a deep ditch on the side of’ the 
road, falling on the five men and pin- 
ning -them under it.

Questioned Angered Blease. 

This sentiment was in response to a 
question hurled at him by Governor 
Joseph N. Carey, of Wyoming, who 
desired to know if Governor Blease 
had not taken an oath to uphold the 
constitution and laws of his state, and 
if these laws did not protect colored 
men as well as white men. 

“I will ahswer that question,” re- 
plied the South Carolinian. “And I 
hope the newspaper men will get it 
right, for in my campaign in South 
Carolina they found that I am a fight- 
er—and a cold-blooded fighter,” he 
added, grinding the words between his 
teeth. “When the constitution steps 
between me and the defense of the 
virtue of the white women of my state, 
I will resign my commission and /tear 
it up and throw it to the breeze. I have 
heretofore said, ‘To hell with the con- 
stitution.’ ”’ 

When Women Filed, Blease Subsided. 

At this point fully twenty-five wom- 
en, some of them wives and daughters 
of governors, left the hall, Seeing this, 
Governor Blease subsided. 

Governor Albert W. Gilchrist, of 
Florida, instantly uttered a stinging

When the law prescribes 
hanging for an offense, and a man is 
found guilty, he should be hung, 
whether white or black, and there is 
no excuse for mob laws. I conceive it 
to be our duty ag governors to de- 
clare for law and order.” 

Blease Brings Up Race Probiem. 

Papers read by Governor Tasker L 
Oddie, of Nevada, and James H. Haw- 
ley, of Jdaho, on uniformity “in laws 
governing divorce, were under consid- 
eration when Governor. Blease spoke. 
He defended the position of South Car- 
clina, where no divorce is permitted 
in any cause. He proceeded to dis- 
cuss the race problem and said that 
when an inferior race gets in the way 
of a superior race the former is gwept 
from the face of the earth. He re- 
verted again to his pardon record, 
boasting that he had pardoned and 
paroled more negroes than al] the oth- 
er governors of his state combined

DR. LITTLETON 
CHARGES FRAUD 


Augusta,. Ga., December 5.—(Spe- 
cilal:)—Charging that Sheriff John W. 
Clark violated the statutory laws of 
Georgia, which designate police pro- 
tection in cities during elections; that 
his deputies were not offictrs of the 
law in that.they. were illegally ap- 
pointed, and that arrests made ody 
them were withcut due process of law, 
several of the men arrested at the polis 
during Wednesday’s election have an- 
nounced their intention to bring suit 
against Sheriff Clark’s bondsmen in 
sums aggregating ‘over $10,000. 

W. A. Mattison, whose home was 
entered by the sheriff’s alleged “depn- 
ties” while his wife was there alone, 
will bring suit against the sheriff's 
bondsmen on that acore also. 

Dr. James R. Littleton, the defeated 
candidate for mayor, today gave verbal 
notice to the clerk of council of hfs 
protest of the election. ‘Tonight a Lit- 
tleton meeting was held in ward four 
for the purpose of arranging to gest 
affidavits showing how many people 
voted for Littleton and offering these 
as a larger number than _ the count 
will show. 


He Finds Sherman Law Adequate as 
a Civil Statutes--Defends the 
Commerce Court. 
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Washington, December 5.—The Sher- 
man ariti-trust law is proving its ade- 
quacy as a civil statute and there is no 
‘necessity for the much-discussed pro- 
posed amendment particularizing ‘un- 
lawful practices in restraint of trade, | 
according. to George W. Wickersham, 
attorney génmeral of the United States, 
in his annual report submitted to con- 
igress today. " 

On the other hand, however, the at- 
torney general does not pass judgment 
upon the efficacy of the anti-trust as 
a criminal statute. He merely says: 

“The experience of the last year in 
endeavoring to enforce criminal lia- 
bility under the Sherman law has not 
been encouraging.” The atterney gen- 
eral deferids the commerce court, the 
abolition of which was attempted at 
the last session of congress. A return 
to the old method of distributing liti- 
gation arising from the orders of the 
interstate commerce commission to the 
‘district. courts would be injurious to 
the interests of the public and delay 
the administration of justice.” 

Power to Restrain. 

Drawing conclusions from the de- 
erees of dissolution “ang injunction 
which already have been entered under 
the Sherman law, Mr. Wickersham 
maintains that the federal courts are 
exercising in equity suits a power to 
restrain which is co-extensive with 
the evils against which the Sherman 
law was enacted. The courts have 
found no-difficulty, he adds, in apply- 
ing the terms of the law’ to meet and 
enjoin the continuance of any form of 
unfair competition which has resulted 
in imposing an undue restraint upon 
interstate commerce or which makes 
for monopoly. 

“T am strongly of the opinion,” says 
Mr. Wickersham, “that the advocacy 
of amendments of the law which shall 
particularize different acts as consti- 
tuting unlawful restraints or attempts 
at monopoly hag its origin, not so much 
with those: who gesire the enforcement 
of law, as with those who are anxious 
to secure a gafe means of its avasion. 
An enumeration by statute of the dif- 
ferent practices which, in and of them- 
selves, without regard to the circum- 
stances of particular cases, should be 
declared illegal will either, go too far 
or not far enough.” 

The attorney general takes issue 
with the decision of the Judges Colt, 
Putnam and Brown at Boston, auth« 
orizing the hearing in private before 
an examiner of the civil anti-trust suit 
against the United Shoe Machinery 
company, and asks for legislation ad- 
mitting the public ang representatives 
of the press to such hearings. 
Objections to Commerce Court. 


Objections to the commerce court, in 
Mr. WicKersham, 


/ With the conelusion yesterday of 
‘the receivership suit against. the Cos- 
mopolitan Life Insurance company 
and the statement of Judge George L. 
Bell that he would not appoint a court 
receiver pending the outcome of the} 
State's case against the company, in 
Which the state insurance commis- 
Sioner. asks that the affairs of the 
corporation be turned over to him, it 
is now stated that negotiations be- 
tween General William A. Wright, 
insurance commissioner, and the offi- 
cialis of the company will be opened 
today. 

It is understood that Attorney Gen- 
eral T. S. Felder and the insurance 
commissioner will make the follow- 
ing demands of the Cosmopolitan: 
First, that the resignation of .every 
Officer of the company be placed in 
the hands of the insurance commis- 
Sloner, giving him the privilege of re- 
organizing the company as he de- 
sires, retaining and employing whom 
he sees fit. Second, that the company 
must pay the. balance due on its cap- 
ital stock subscriptions, which was 
authorized at $1,000,000 basis, the total 
6f which has not been paid in. Third, 
that a substantial surplus must be 
created by th¢e company. 

In case these demands are met by 
the officials of the company it is ex- 
pected that the state will withdraw 
its petition which is now before the 
court, and which asks that the affairs 
of the company be turned over to the 
insurance commissioner by the court, 
allowing him to take charge and ad- 
just the matters to which the insur- 
ance commissioner objects. 

The attorney general and the attor- 
neys for the Cosmopolitan will appear 
this morning before Judge Bell to de- 
cide when the state’s case will be taken 
up, or how long a time is to be al- 
lowed for the negotiations into which 
it is expected that the company and 
the commissioner will enter, 

Judge Bell has apparently ‘been un- 
willing all during the progress of the 
suit, which, for various unpreventable 
causes, has dragged out for a month, 
to give any final décision in the orig- 
inal suit of D. G, Sudderth until after 
he had heard the state’s case, and his’ 
decision ‘to make the announcement 
that he would not appoint a receiver 
until after the result of the negotia- 
tions or the state’s case is believed to

p Act Believed to Have Been Caused by 
Continued {liness---Had Prayed 
for Natural Death. 


After a month’s planning, during 
which time he prayed to the Almight’ 
for a natural death Seab W. Hig- 
Sins, a lifelong resident of Atlanta, 
and private secretary to John E. Mur- 
phy, the well-known capifalist, com- 
mitted suicide in his apartments in the 
Tallulah yesterday morning. 

The deed was committed with a re- 
volver, the despondent man firing a 
Single shot into his abdomen. He lived 
until an operation had been perform- 
ed at Grady hospital, but died on the 
operating table. An inquest, held yes- 
‘terday afternoon at Poole’s chapel, re- 
sulted in a verdict of suicide. 

Other than his own declaration that 


he had tired of life, no motive could 
be found for Higgins’ death. In a 
short note he inscribed upon a check 
for $20, he explained that he was 
weary of living, and asked that his 
sister, Mrs. H. S. Freeman, of Savan- 
nah, be notified. 

In the farewell note he said that 
for a month he had prayed to God for 
a natural death, and that as his pray- 
ers were unanswered, he was forced 
to commit his own destruction. H 
asked that his friends overlook the act, 
and begged the forgiveness of God. 

The check upon which Higgins wrote 
his suicide note was directed to Mrs. 
Freeman, and indicated that’ the 
amount was to be used for payment 
of his funeral expenses. Mrs. Free- 
man probably will arrive in Atlanta 
today, and not until then will the fn- 
neral and burial. be arranged. 

Higgins lived in the Tallulah apart- 
ments at Washington street and Trin- 
ity avenue. He was a lifelong resi- 
dent of the city, and for years had 
been associated with Mr. Murphy. He 
was 40 years old and unmarried. His 
act is believed to have been caused 
from severe stomach trouble, with 
which he was afflicted, and which 
caused depressing sleeplessness, in 
which conditioh he probably was tem- 
porarily deranged. 

He never lost consciousness until 
placed under anesthetics upon the 
operating table. Mr. Murphy, who 
rushed to the hospital instantly upon 
learning of his secretary's condition, 
waa last to speak with the dying man. 
Higgins reiterated his explanation in 
the farewell letter that he was tired 
of living, but beyond that would say 
nothing even to his employer. 

Higgins was undressed and in bed 
when he fired the fatal shot. He 
only arose from bed to secure the re- 
volver and tear his photograph upon 
the bureau. Pulling the covering sé- 
curely around the neck, he fired the 
pistol under the blankets to muffle thu 
shot. A few moments later, Mrs. M. 
Martin, who lives in adjoining apart- 
ments, walked into Higgins’ room to 
investigate the scent of powder she 
had detected and discovered the dying 
man. 


WILL RECLAIM 
100,000 ACRES 


Levee to Protect Land on Oc- 
mulgee Between Macon 
and Stone Creek. 


Macon, Ga., December 5.—(Special.)— 
Plans for reclaiming 100,000 acres of 
valuable farm land along the Ocmulgee 
river, between Macon and Stone creek, 
were announced today by C. E. Newton. 
It is proposed to build a 4-foot levee 
along the east sidé of the river for a 
distance of 17 miles, this work to be 
finished before the spring freshets 
come, the work to be paid for by.an 
assessment of 60 or 70 cents an acre. 
The majority of the property owners 
have already agreed to stand for the 
assessment. 

Each spring the river overflows its 
banks and floods the land on the east 
side, making it practically worthless 
at the very time the owners desire to 
put in theif crops. 


Appoints a Receiver. 

Macon, Ga., December 5.—(Special.)— 
Judge Speer, of the United States dis- 
trict court, today refused to grant the 
petition of the James Manufacturing 
company for the removal of Receiver 
J. W. Dennard, but instead appointed 
a co-receiver in the person of Dr. T. 
N. Baker. The company had charged 
that Mr. Dennard was related to coun- 
sel for the creditors, and that it was 
he who had brought the petition in 
bankruptcy. 


FATHER GOT DIVORCE ON 
DAUGHTER’S TESTIMONY 


J. R. Myers got a divorce from his 
wife and secured the right to remarry 
yesterday before Judge J. T. Pendleton, 
of the superior court, mainly through 
the testimony of his 8-year-old daugh- 
ter, Annie, who proved to thes judge 
that she was a competent witness, de- 
spite her tender years.

He Was Commander of the 
Eastern Brigade of Georgia 
Veterans. 


Dublin, Ga., December 5.—(Special.) 
General Hardy Smith, commander of 
the eastern brigade of the United 
Confederate Veterans of Georgia, died 
at his home here last night after an 
iliness of about six months. General 
Smith was a native of Laurens county 
and one of the most prominent con- 
federate veterans in this section. He 
went to the front in 1881 as captain 
of the Blackshear Guards, from Lau- 
rens county, and fought gallantly dur- 
ing the war, losing an arm as the re- 
sult of a wound he received. He has 
been commandant of Smith camp, U. 
Cc. V., of Dublin for years and was 
also clerk of the superior court of 
Laurens county for twenty-eight 
years, besides acting as ordinary for 
four years. He was 73 years old and 
is survived by a wife and eight chil- 
dren besides a number of other rela- 
tives. His remains will be interred 
in Northview cemetery in this city 
Friday morning,* the funeral services 
being conducted at the Methodist 
church here, where he had been a 
member for years. y; 


COUNTY OFFICIALS WILL 
FIGHT SALARY SYSTEM 


An attack on the constitutionality of 
the new law placing Fulton county of- 
ficials on a salary instead of a fee sys- 
tem has been prepared by Attorney J. 
D. L. Kilpatrick, representing the three 
officials who are fighting the ehange, 
and will be made today when answers 
to the mandamus proceedings of the 
county commissioners will be filed with 
the demurrers of the defendants. 

The commissioners have filed a man- 
damus against Tax Collector .A. P. 
Stewart, Tax Receiver T. M. Armistead 
and Ordinary John R. Wilkerson, all 
of whom have flatly refused to comply 
with the new law, and the answers 
which the defendants’ attorney will 
file today attack the “pretended law” 
on nearly every point. The mandamus 
cases will be heard Saturday. 

That the new law is purely a local 
matter, because no county in the state 
except Fulton has more than 100,000 
inhabjtants, and it is alleged that the 
law scriminates against the officials 
of Fulton because there are general 
laws covering the entire state, and this 
would be a special law for one locality. 

Objection is also made to the offi- 
cials turning over their fees to the 
commissioners, because some of the 
cfficials are*state as well as county 
officials, and this would pay state funds 
in the county, which is a corporation, 
and is expressly forbidden by the state 
laws. 

That the law conflicts with the prop- 
erty rights of the county officials Is 
also alleged, and an attack is made on 
the right of the county commissioners 
to fix the salaries of deputies and 
clerks of the various officials, 


JUDGE SPEER MAY TRY 


HUFF CONTEMPT CASE 


Macon, Ga, December 5.—(Special.) 
Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States district court, states that if he 
is unable to secure another judge to 
preside in the case of Colonel W. A. 
Huff, charged with contempt of court, 
he will presfde himself, but that he 
would rather have another judge do 
so. He says that he will leave the 
assignment of the case to the judge 
who is to hear it, but that f another 
judge does not take it up-in a reason- 
able length of time he will look after 
it himself. 

The contempt case grew out of a 
letter written by Colonel W. A. Huff, 
whose property. has for many years 
been n the bankruptcy court, to Judge 
Speer, in which the latter was attack- 
ed personally and as a jurist. The 
letter was made a part of the court 
record by Judge Speer. Colonel Huft 
claims that he sent another letter at 
the same time, but that it has never 
been placed in the court records by 


Judge Speer nor has it ever been made 
public.

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“RUNING PROPERT 


Public Health Should Be Safeguarded 
in Every Possible Way, 
He Says. 


The city has acquired, at a cost of 
approximately $2,000, the 20-foot strip 
around the coagulating basins of the 
Hemphill water plant. The last deed 
was signed by City Attorney James L. 
Mayson and the property owners Thurs- 
day morning, and steps will be taken 
immediately to put the city in possession 
of the other property between the 
Howell Mill road and the water basins. 

The property will cost the city about 
$20,000, according to estimates secured 
by General Manager W. Z. Smith, Four- 
teen thousand dollars in the hands of 
the bond commission, répresenting pre- 
miums on the bonds, ill be used to 
make the first purchases, and $6,000 
will be provided for in the January ap- 
Acting Mayor John S&S. 
Candler declared Thursday morning 
that there was little chance for the 
city to buy the land this year, as prac- 
tically the entire income for 1912 has 
been spent. That which remains is 
needed to operate the various city de- 
partments for the remaining few weeks 
of the year. 

“The city can make satisfactory ar- 
rangements with the property owners 
and acquire the land without resorting 
to condemnation proceedings,” declared 
Mr. Smith. “It is not the fault of the 
property owners that the city has not 
been able to acquire the land, for I 
know that they would be. willing to 
give up without a legal fight.” 

Woodward Favors It. 

James G. Woodward, Atlanta’s next 
mayor, stated Thursday that his first 
official act would be @o urge council 
to purchase the triangular strip. He 
says that he will make the request in 
his inaugural address that the city 
protect the water from possibility of 
contamination by surface drainage. 

“My first alm will be to safeguard 
the health of the people of Atlanta,” 
he said, “and then I will devote my 
time to improvements and projects that 
will make Atlanta the greatest city 
in the country. 

“Public parks is what the city needs. 
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: ‘We can get. : 
|} that property : 
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and make a playgr< 
park out of it. I intend to go over 
the situation and see what can be dons 


immediately, and while I realize that’ 


I cannot do much until after January, 
still I know that general council will 
take care of anything bearing on the 
city’s health.” \ 

Mayor Courtland Winn sald Thurs- | 
day that while he was apprehensive 
of the danger that threatens the purity 
of the city water supply, still he does 
not believe the danger is sufficient to 
cause alarm. 

“The time is not far off when the 
city will have to go to the mountains 
for its drinking water supply,” he 
said. “The Chattahoochee river is a 
reservoir into which every city on it, 
and near it, deposits its garbage and 
sewage. Atlanta’s water supply is as 
fine as can be found anywhere in the 
world where water is put through the 
scientific methods of filtration and pu- 
rification, but people do not relish the 
idea of drinking it because of its pol- 
lution before it is. purified.” 

The mayor said that the city could 
get its drinking water from the moun- 
tains around Gainesville and Dahlon- 
ega. The distance is approximateiy 
eighty miles, and could be pumped into 
the city at little cost. 

To Keep Up Fight. 

He says that the city can develop its 
present water plantvand use~the river 
supply for fire plugs, street sprinkling 
and flushing purposes. 

Members of the water commission 
say that they will continue their fight 
to get possession of the whole strip 
adjoining the coagulating basins east 
and west of Hewell Mill road, run- 
ning across Hemphill avenue so that 
the buildings can be removed, sur- 
face closets taken off and the surface 
graded so that the drafn can be car- 
ried in a direction vuppositte to the 
basins. 

According to Alderman’ John S. 
Candler, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, council members are just as 
anxious as the water board to get 
possession of the land. He says that 
he is eertain that the finance com- 
mittee under Mayor Woodward will

The harvest borne by. that constructive and progressive action was 
almost immediate. A councilman who, it will be remembered, hap- 
pens also to be a contractor, had several times been fined by the 
recorder for violating the ordinance. Other contractors not coun- 
cilmen had also been dealt with summarily. The regulation seemed, 
to the ordinary citizen with a pride in clean streets, a ‘good one. 
Back of its enforcement was a recorder with a backbone stiff as 
a ramrod. : 
But council was determined not to see a fellow member suffer 
—even if a change in the law was necessary to protect him. The ten- 
der emotions of the city’s legislative body were lacerated every time 
a member had to pay out a few dollars in fines. Some way must be 
found to relieve him. It was. By an almost unanimous vote coun- 


member carte blanche to make mudpuddles of the city’s thorough- 
fares. It conferred the same privilege upon every other contrac- 
tor. You see, council couldn’t afford to discriminate too blatantly. 
Anyhow, it reasoned blithely, the convenience of its members took 
right-of-way over clean streets every time. 

The result? Taking speedy advantage of his immunity the 
member-contractor made a continuous mudhole out of certain por- 
tions of Marietta and Walton streets. Thirty-one Marietta street 
citizens, having to‘pay the penalty, the other day petitioned the 
mayor and protested to The Constitution. Chief Jentzen, of the 
sanitary department, had been specifically relieved by council from 
any responsibility in the premises. But the chief happens to take 
a pride in clean streets. He had the offending bog cleaned up. 

Of course, this exhibition is likely to be repeated indefinitely 
it) any section of the city. The sanitary force is already too small. 
The chief cannot always be depended upon to neglect the more 
urgent functions of his department to abate a nuisance that council 
has explicitly declared he need bother himself with, 

What is that~to council? Members first. To h—I! with the 
streets and the ordinary citizens. But why does this honorable 
body overlook so many good bets in the same direction? Surely, 
many of its members own cows. Enact legislation which will per- 
mit cows to roam the streets at all times. That will relieve mem- 
bers—everyone else, also. The streets don’t matter. To the scrap- 
heap with ordinances prohibiting the sprinkling of the streets with 
gasoline and lubricating oil. To the discard with ordinances requir- 
ing clean premises. In fact, while council is about it, why not re- 
peal every’ ordinance that could be remotely construed as in the 
slightest degree inconveniencing a member? What boots it if, in 
the process, the long and hard fight to make this a clean and healthy 
city falls into innocuous desuetude? 

Members first. The city afterward. Off with the lid, gentle- 
men!

A MENACE TO THE THOROUGHBRED. 


A dispatch from Lexington, Ky., relates that James R. Keene’s 
great stallion, “Peter Pan,’ has been sold for $100,000. George 
Gould is the purchaser and it is said that the horse will be imme- 
diately shipped to France for racing and breeding purposes. 

The incident sheds a curious and somewhat disquieting light 
on the decadence, already apparent, of the thoroughbred horse in 
America, and the reasons back of it. The practical suppression of 
racing in America is unquestionably the chief contributory factor. 
Few persons in this country would sanction a return to the old rac- 
ing and gambling regime and the issue as it touches the thorough- 
bred racing horse does not especially concern us, 

But the interesting feature is that the thoroughbred racer is 
what might be called the apex of the industry for supplying the en- 
tire country with thoroughbred stock for workaday purposes, 
whether the thoroughbred draught-horse for use in the city or on 
the farm, the pleasure horse or the animal of pedigree used in any 
one of a dozen practical pursuits. The racer represents the highest 
product of the years of training, labor and experience that have 
evolved also the blooded horse for more utilitarian uses. Had not 


the tracks of America demanded trotters and pacers of this arduously 


selected type, giving America a worldwide reputation in that re- 
spect, it is to be doubted if the highest standard of thoroughbred 
horses would have been available for any purpose whatever. 

The breeding of stock follows economic law, as does every other 
industry. That law demands a market:for the product. Heretofore, 
the chief market, or the main incentive, in America has been that 
offered by the race track. That withdrawn, does it not follow, al- 
most inevitably, that stock breeders in America will seek their logical 
market? That is in Europe, where racing is not under the ban. The 
sale of “Peter Pan” is merely an illustration. 

From the great stock farms in the blue grass region of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, splendid specimens of the thoroughbred, de- 
signed for use in commerce, were formerly sent to every part of the 
country. Wherever a thoroughbred stallion was imported into a 
community, the influence of the strain invariably lifted the standard 
of the stock for miles around, just as the importation of high-grade 
Jerseys or beef or milch cattle performs the same service under 
similar conditions. 

The eventual fate of the breeding industry, as it relates to 
horses, becomes therefore a matter of conjecture. The situation js 
somewhat puzzling. For while only a small minority of Americans 
favor the return of race tracks, almost-the entire country is inter- 
ested in the preservation of thoroughbred stock for commercial use. 


THE COST OF CARRYING MAILS. 


In another column The Constitution publishes a synopsis of the 
protest of the mail-carrying railroads of the country against which 
they allege to be an unjust plan of the postoffice department to ma- 
terially lower their remuneration for the transportation of mails, 
Charles A. Wickersham, president and general manager of the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad and the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama, represents the south on the committee designated to frame 
the protest. 

The Constitution will not be accused of over-friendliness to the 
railroads, when it says their complaint in this particular is deserving 
of congressional investigation, We have not hesitated to criticise 
the railroads in the matter of rates and regulations and general in- 
difference to the public welfare, and we expect to pursue the same 
policy when future conditions justify it. In the present instance, the 
railroads have what appears on the surface good ground for griev- 
ance, since it is proposed by the postoffice department. to readjust 
the basis of payment for mail transportation in vogue for forty years 
with a view of curtailing materially the amount paid the Carriers, 
which are at least entitled to a square deal. ; | 
Every American citizen is interested in the matter since it 
bears all the threat of aggravating postal facilities against 
the wretchedness of which The Constitution, in common with 
the press generally, has already made many protests. 
Efficiency and not cheese-paring is the true function of the postal 
service. It is of common knowledge that the department is per-

; Verting that function in other directions. A thorough-going con- 


gressional investigation would establish whether this practice is be- 
ing extended to the railroads, to the detriment of business in this 
country. The burden of proof against the indictment of general 
incapacity is already upon the department. Probing in the direc- 
tion indicated ‘by the railroads might shed still further light on the 
subject, enabling the incoming administration to make more thor-

PROF. P. F. WILLIAMS DIES, 
NOTED HORTICULTURIST 


Auburn, Ala., December 5.—(Special.) 
News was reeciveg here today of the 
gudden death in Asheville, N. C., of 
Professor P. F. Williams, head of the 
department of horticulture at Auburn 
and state horticulturist. The remains 
will be brought to Auburn and the 
funeral service will be held at the Bap- 
tist church Friday afternoon. All col- 
lege exercises -will be suspended in 
honor of hig memory. 

Professor Williams was a native of 
Massachusetts and was a graduate of 
Massachusetts -¢ricultural college. He 
has done excellent work in Alabama in

ing. His bulletin on improvement of 
school grounds received wide recogni- 
tion and there was a national demand 
for his publications on pecans.

He was one of the main 
spirits in the Alabama horticultural so- 
ciety, being its secretary. He was also 


secretary of the National Nut Growers- 
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clal.)—-The Georgia conference of the 
EB. church is rushing business 
here, with a large crowd in attend- 
ance night and day.

The success of 
that enterprise has done more than any 
other single influence to banish ma- 


laria from cities, towns and villages in’ 


the south, where artesian water is now 
almost universally drunk, 

The first artesian well boreg in the 
southeastern states was:sunk by Col- 
onel John P. Fort on one of his farms 
in the western part of this county. 
Although failure was predicted, Col- 
onel Fort justified his faith by seeing 
the well yield a steady flow of water-— 
the first artesian water to sec the light 
of day in Georgia. 

The following year the city council 
of Albany determined to sink an artes- 
ian well. At considerable sacrifice, the 
necessary funds were provided, and a 
flow of water was secured at a depth 
of 750 feet. The original “Broad street 
well has not flowed in many years, be- 
cause of faulty casing. Sentiment was 
responsible for a recent resolution of 
the city council ordering an investiga- 
tion to determine whether the flow of 
the well could be restored, but the re- 
port was discouraging. 


FALLS TO DEATH 
WHEN POLE BREAKS

“Not a Square Deal.” 


As testifying to the inequalities to 
which they are subjected under even 
the prevailing conditions, the spokes- 
men for the carriers say that: 

“In 1907 the railways supplied tha 
postoffice with 387,557,165 miles of 
transportation for $57,008,111. In 1919 
the mileage was 426,923,109, and the 
Payment was $49,302,217. More work 
for less pay is not a square deal at « 
time when all other costs are rising. 
within the qpostoffice as well as out- 
side. In 1910 the revenue of the de- 
partment increased $40,543,652 over 
1907, and the department applied its 
income to the following increases, be- 
sides smaller sundries: 

Salaries of clerks $11,000,009 
Rural delivery service... 10,000,006 
City delivery service 8,000,009 
Railway postal clerks...... 4,000,000 
Postmasters’ salaries 3,000,090 

“But not one cent of increase to the 
railways for carrying 22 per cent more 
mails. On the contrary, the railways 
which enabled the postoffice to earn 
an increase of $40,000,000 were paid 
considerably less. The railways sup- 
ply the express companies a service 
much inferior to that supplied the 
postoffice, and are paid 19 per cent 
more for it, or in excess of $8,000,000 
more. The passenger service of the 
railways is notoriously unprofitabi-, 
but the railways receive $16,524,744 
more for carrying passengers than for 
carrying mails. If the government 
paid the railways at the rate they are 
paid for everything carried on passen- 
ger trains except the mails the rafil- 
ways would receive $60,000,000 on only 
77 per cent of the railways, instead of 
actual receipta of $44,660,000 from 
those railways.”

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NEW BOULEVARD FOR ATLANTA 


WILL BE DISCUSSED TONIGHT 


A new boulevard for Atlanta, two 
Peachtrees instead of one, to take 
care of the: great volume of travel to 
and from the north side, is what is 
Planned by West Peachtree property 
owners in their movement to begin the 
regrading and repaving ef that thor- 
oughfare with the first 1913 appropria- 
tion of city council. 

A meeting of the. West Peachtree 
Improvement association, which in- 
cludes 500 of the city’s best known and 
wealthiest residents, has been called 
for tonight at 8 o'clock In the as- 
sembly room of the Piedmont hotel to 
consider a plan of action and to urge 
that work be taken up immediately. 
Judge Spencer R. Atkinson will pre- 
side. 

The West Peachtree folk are point- 
ing out, too, that their work was to 
have been done, or partly done, this 
year, but that the necessity for a new 
grade at the junction of the two 
Peachtrees, from Harris street below 
Baker, led them to give up the $5,000 
appropriated by council for that work. 
Thus they were responsible for the 
Peachtree work this year, and are 
looking to “reciprocity” in their cam- 
paign. 

“The regrading and repaving cf 
West Peachtree is the only logical so- 


lution of the traffic question.” said 
Judge Atkinson Thursday, in speaking 
of the proposed work. 

“Peachtree congestion must have re- 
lief. Ivy street, when improved, will 
take care of only that portion of th? 
traffic from its junction with Peach- 
tree to town. It will make the rest 
of Peachtree even more crowded. 

“Then, too, West Peachtree is the 
logical route north. It is fully three- 
quarters of a mile shorter than Peach- 
tree street, and is used by Atlanta's 
business men coming to’ work in the 
morning, farmers from counties north 
of the city, and all other classes of 
people, for a quick route into town. It 
is a straight street, unlike Peachtree, 
and will make one of the most beau- 
tiful boulevards in the south, 

“West Peachtree is now paveg with 
belgian block. Before it can take a 
smcoth pavement it must be regraded, 
but this will not be expensive. The 
city engineer has made several tenta- 
tive outlines which show how the work 
can be done quickly and cheaply. 

“We have no doubt but that the ne- 
cessity for the work will -be recog- 
nized by council in making out their 
1913 sheet, and the meeting tonight is 
just a reminder of how people are ‘n- 
terested and what good the work will 
do to a rapidly growing section.”

COURTHOUSE BOILER PERMIT 


The smoke board, under a resolu- 
tion adopted at the last meeting, will 
be forced to turn down the Fulton 
county commissioners if they ask for 
a permit to install castiron sectional 


-bodlers in the new $1,000,000 court- 


house. 

The contract for the heating sys- 
tem will be signed in a few days. The 
boilers will cost the vounty about 
$40,000, and Smoke Inspector Mc- 
Michael declares that he will be forced 
to reject the application for a permit 
to install the boilers. The smoke 
board has resolved not to permit the 
installation of castiron boilers, 
especially where the heating space is 
more than 20,000 square feet; and in 
instances where Inspector McMichael 
has found castiron boilers already in- 
stalled the owners, as tn the case of 
the Forsyth building, have been or- 
dered to use smokeless coal. 

“My attention has been called to the 
bide accepted by the vontmmissioners,” 
said Inspector McMichael Thursday 
afternoon. “Surely the commissioners 


should know that & Atlanta is to 
eliminate the smoke the very essen- 
tial thing is to regulate the erection 
of boilers and furnaces and firehouse 
equipment. It is better and cheaper 
to have high pressure furnaces than 
it is to have ovens tnat will require 
only smokeless coal] as fuel to keep 
the owners within the ordinance.” 

Since the board adopted the reso- 
lution regulating the equipment of 
furnaces Inspector McMichael has 
made several tests from stacks from 
which dense smoke emitted and has 
found that a great percentage of 
smoke has been eliminated by the use 
of smoKeless coal. The resolution was 
primarily for the purpose of putting 
large apartment houses under the obd- 
servation of the inspector.

"Relies With Serious Arraingment 


of System, 


“Justice Courts Frequently Run in 


Connection With Loan Sharks,” 
Says Col. Lynes. 


In a carefully prepared indictment 
against the system of justice courts, 
which he terms “practically a levy of 
tribute,” J. Colton Lynes, justice of 
the peace since last July, announces 
his complete severing of connection 
with the system. So far he is the 
first of those on the “inside’’ who have 
denounced the justice courts, against 
which a number of leading Georgians 
have fought. 

Colonel Lynes was elected last July 
to the unexpired term of the court of 
the 1422d district of Georgia, located 
on Edgewood avenue. His decision to 
test the opportunities of a justice of 
the peace was regarded with interest 
by his intimate friends. The result 
of his trial is interesting to the entire 
State. 

Coming as it does after the amend- 

ment to the constitution allowing the 
legislature to abolish justice courts in 
cities of over 20,000 populatjon, and 
when a committee from the Atlanta 
Bar association is preparing a bill to 
submit to the next legislature doing 
away with these courts in Atlanta, 
Colonel Lynes’ denouncement of the 
System will probably have much to 
do with crystalizing public opinion, 
which is already much against the 
evils of the justice courts. 
' Colonel Walter McElreath, who in- 
troduced the original bill in the leg- 
islature, is chairman of the committee 
which is preparing the bill for At- 
lanta, and it is very probable that this 
Dill will request that Atlanta voters 
decide the question. 

It is understood that room is being 
made in the new courthouse for four 
petty judges, or magistrates, who will 
be under one chief magistrate, and 
will have charge of all the duties now 
performed by the justices. They will 
be paid regular salaries and the evils 
which have arisen from the fee system 
will be eradicated, claim the support- 
ers of the change. 

“When I went into office as a jus- 
tice,” said Colonel bynes yesterday 
afternoon, ‘‘my object was to do away 
with the injustice done by bailiffs to 
the poor and uneducated, especially 
the negrces and foreigners. Under the 
present system this class of people do 
not get justice in the average case 
before a justice court.” 

Shortly after he was chosen over 
three other candidates Colonel Lynes 
bade fair to bring some sensational 
things in the general “house cleaning” 
which he started in his court, by de- 
nouncing several officers of the court 
and stating his opinion of the way in 
which affairs were run, regardless of 
whom he hit.

) vestigated the 


a letter to him Yrom L. J. Daniel, 
spokesman for the committee that in- 
justice system. The 
letter inclosed the report of the grand 
jury on the justice of the peace sys- 
tem and stated: “If all the justices 
ran their courts in the way in which 
you have done yours there would be 
no cause for complaint on the part of 
the public.” 

Colonel Lynes charges that justice 
courts depending on fees are run fre- 
quently in connection with loan 
sharks, and that the judge, instead of 
being an impartiel magistrate, is 
Teally an attorney for the plaintiff. 

A well-known figure for many years 
in Georgia, Colonel Lynes hag always 
held the respect of the people of his 
county, and his decision not to hold 
his office after the first of the year is 
regarded as another indictment of the 
system.

Spring, Cone and other streets are 
even worse off. 

Chief Jentzen cleaned up the Pop- 
lar street mud. He did so because 
he knew the people were entitled to 
relief, and for the further very good 
reason that he did not care to have 
his department dragged into bad re- 
pute. Hundreds do not know that 
council has taken away from the gan- 
itary department the power to pun- 
ish offenders. Chief Jentzen caused 
Alderman Maddox to be fined several 
times for the very offense he is now 
Zuilty of, and the alderman says that 
he is going to put the skids under 
Jentzen when the latter’s term ex- 
pires. 

Chieg Jentzen says that the ordi- 
nance was amended to take from him 
the power to cause arrest of offend- 
ers because he was enforcing the law.

Secretary of Navy Makes His Re- 
port to Congress,

Meyer Says Wars Won’t Cease and 
United States Must Strengthen 
Its Navy. 


Washingtom December 5.—The 
United States must have a bigger 
navy and must be prepared to meet 
any chance of war, in the opinion of 
Secretary Meyer, of the navy depart- 
ment, if it is to preserve its national 
safety. In his annual report, made 
public today, Secretary Meyer pleads 
for three new battleships this year, 
and declares that this country soon 
will fal] from second to fourth place 
in the relative standing of naval pow- 
ers, if it continues the policy of build- 
ing only two ships each year. 

International peace has been brought 
no nearer, the secretary declares, s0 
far as a limitation of armaments is 
concerned. To guard its coast and pro- 
tect its commercial activities, the 
Uniteq States needs a permanent navy 
of forty-one capital ships—battleships 
and battle cruisers—according to Sec- 
retary Meyer. The present strength 
of the navy in battleships is about 
thirty-three, but four ships will soon 
be retired as obsolete. 

For the coming year the secretary 
of the navy urges that congress ap- 
propriate money for three battleships 
of the Dreadnaught class and for two 
battle cruisers, sixteen destroyers, six 
submarines, two gunboats and a fleet 
of auxiliaries to include transports, 
supply ships, tugs, tenders and a dry 
dock. The navy general board recom- 
mends four battleships, and Secretary 
Meyer points out that even though 
this number should be authorized it 
would mean no real increase in the 
navy, as four ships are soon to be re- 
tired because they will have passed the 
age of twenty years. 

Doesn’t Expect War to Cease, 

Secretary Meyer expresses skepti- 
cism as to the abolition of war in the 
near future. * Wars come with little 
or no warning, he says, and only by 
the possession Op n efficient fleet 
of adequate sive will the country be 
safe from attack and free to work out 
its own destiny in peace and without 
hinderance. 

“To avoid war and tnsure peace the 
country must be prepared for war,” 
says the secretary. “No person of 
intelligence who has studied inter- 
national olicies can be blind to 
the fact that the possession of great 
wealth, resources and population 
does not carry with it immunity from 
attack should the nation’s interests 
clash with those of another better 
prepared.” 

The opening of the Panama canal 
witll in no sense double the American 
fleet, according to Secretary Meyer. 
Wile it will increase its efficiency 
by facilitating its passage from one 
coast to the other, thas condition has 
been fully. consdered in calculating 
the naval program. Without the ca- 
nal, says Secretary Meyer, experts 
figure that the United States would 
need a fleet double that of a country 
whose coast line is continuous. 

41 Battleships Needed, 

The secretary estimates that a total 
of forty-one battleships, with a pro- 
portional number of other fighting 
and auxiliary vessels, is the least that 
would place this country on a safe 
basis in its relations with other world 
powers. This fleet should be secured 
as soon as practicable, he said, and its 
strength should be maintained by re- 
placing obsolete vessels with new 
ones by a uniform annual program. 
Wihile the navy department would 
welcome more torpedo boats and sub- 
marines, the secretary expresses the 
belief that until more of the old bat- 
tleships are replaced it is wiser to 
build battleships than smaller vessels, 

Aeroplane equipment is entirely in- 
adequate at the present time, accord, 
ing to Secretary Meyer. 

He recommends the creation of a na- 
val reserve of about 50,000 men, and 
25,00Q to be secured from the honor- 
ably discharged men of the navy, the 
naval militia and various mechanical 
trades of civil life; the other 25,000 
from among sailors of the merchant 
marine. 

The application of the eight-hour 
law to all shipyards; says Secretary 
Meyer, will probably cause an increase 
in the appropriation necessary to build 
ships of a given type.

McGovern Tells the Governors What 
the Import Is Doing for 
Wisconsin. 


Richmond, Va., December 5.—Gov- 
ernor McGovern, of Wisconsin, and 
former Governor Willson, of Kentucky, 
led a discussion today on a state uni- 
form income tax at the conference of 
governors. 

Governor McGovern declared that 
the Wisconsin income tax had succeed- 
ed as strikingly as the old personal 


_ property tax failed in compelling per- 


sons of means to pay their just share 
to the support of the state gvovern- 
ment. 

The Wisconsin executive said the in- 
come tax plan’ had succeeded in Wis- 
consin: as against failures in twenty 
other states where it has been tried 
because of the Wisconsin commission 
and the Wisconsin law. He attributed 
failure of the plan in other common- 
wealths to lax administration. 


The Wisconsin law, according to 


Governor McGovern, is so drawn as to. 


prevent positively all efforts at eva- 
sion, either by ‘corporations or indi- 
viduals. ' 

“Most important of all probably,” 
said McGovern, “are the administrative 
features of the law. For more than 
teh years the powers of assessment 
and taxation in Wisconsin have been 
certralize¥ in.a tax commisssion con- 
sisting of three persons appointed by 
the governor for a term of six years 
each at a salary of $5,000 per year. 

“In the face of bitter cpposition and 
a multitude of difficulties incident tv 
the administration of a new tax law 
we have raised the first year over 
$3,550,000. The Wisconsin income tax 
law yielded more the first year 
of its operation than did the first fcd- 
erai income tax. The federal govern- 
ment collected from income taxation 
in 1863 but $2,741,858.” 

Criticism ef the proposed income tax 
amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion as an encroachment upon state's 
rights and a positive impairment of 
the vitality of the several states was 
the theme of ex-Governor Willson. At 
the same time Mr. Willson had nothing 
but commendation to speak for the state 
income tax, which he declared “is the 
best, fairest and oldest of all taxes, if 
collected for home use in the locality 
where other contributors live and 
know something of each other’s cir- 
cumstances.’” He declared that the 
ratification to the federal constitution 
would “hinder, if not exclude, all state 
governments from raising any revenue 
by income tax, and add to the federal 
government taxirg power this new and 
Vast revenue producing tax, which tis 
now an unquestionable right of the 
states.” 


ANCTHER DAY OF BAD 
WEATHER FORECAST 


Cold and rain combined, which make 
about as disagreeable a proposition as 
can be found, is on the weather pro- 
gram for today, and, if forecasts do 
not go awry, it will be a typical ex- 
ample of what the English call a 
“nahsty” day. 

By Saturday morning the conditions 
will change, and the skies will clear up. 
Freezing weather will be here either 
Friday night or Saturdey morning, if 
the forecast of the weather experts 
proves correct, 

With the unpleasant rains of Thurs- 
day came a rise in temperature that 
put the mercury away above the nor- 
mal for this time of year. The ther- 
mometer normally on December 6 
registers 47 degrees, but for the great- 
er part of Thursday it stood above 60 
degrees.

North Carolina, was referred to 5Sen- 
ator Simmons, dnd that of James J. 
Harbin ag collector of the Saluria dis- 
trict, in Texas, to Senator Bankhead. 
Senator Simmons opposed a previous 
nomination ef Newberry, and Senator 
Bankhead wili not report the Harbin 
nomination unless the Texas senators 
approve. He does not expect they will 
do so. 

Texas appointments are to be left 
entirely to Senator Culberson and Rep- 
resentative Sheppard, now senator- 
elect, accordi to a statement made 
tofay by Senatét Bailey. The latter 
said he does not intend to take any 
part in matters of appointment or con- 
firmation. 


HE DENIES TRYING 
TO USE ARCHBALD 


Washington, December 5.—Denial 
that he intended influencing Robert 
Archbald as a judge of the commerce 
court when he recommended the sale 
of the Katydid Culm Dump to E. J. 
Williams and Judge Archbald was 
made today by W. A. May, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Hill- 
side Iron and Coal company, in his 
testimony to the senate, sitting at the 
impeachment trial of Judge Archbalid. 

Mr. May told of receiving Williams 
with a letter from Judge Archbald ask- 
ing if the Katydid dump was for sale. 
A consultation between Mr. May and 
Vice President Richardson, of the coal 
company, and also of the railroad com- 
pany followed, at which it was decided 
not to sell. On August 15, 1911, May 
testified Richardson told him to go 
ahead with the sale. 

“Why did he say to go ahead?” 
quired Representative Sterling. 

“He told me Judge Archbald had 
been to see him,” was the response. 

Five days later, Mr. May testified, he 
met Judge Archbald on the street and 
told him to send Williams to see him, 
May testified he then wrote to Wil- 
liams offering to sell the dump. He 
acknowledged recciving a letter from 
Judge Archbald, who asked that the 
purchase price of $4,500 be kept confi- 
dential. He told of Richard Bradley 
consenting to buy the dump from Wil- 
liams, but he testified he did not know 
Bradley had agreed to pay $20,000 for 
the property. Under a fire of questions, 
the witness denied he withdrew a form 
of sale submitted to Bradley because 
he “had a tip” Judge Archbald’s con- 
duct was being investigated. He gave 
as the reason that litigation was 
threatened by persons claiming an in- 
terest in the dump. ‘
